was riding erashed into a parked 
tyuck on the Columbia-Abbeville 
h'ghway about 7 o’clock last night. 

Physicians at the hospital said 
Miss Carnley was suffering from a 
badly bruised right arm, that bot! 
the upper and lower lids of the 
left eye were torn off and that 
she received cuts on the nose and 
left cheek. They feared that she 
had lost the sight of her left eye, 
but said further examinations 
would be required to determine 
this point. 

According to witnesses the park- 
ed truck did not have a light on 
it. Those who accompanied Miss 
Carnley to the hospital here said 
the driver stated that he did not 
see the truck until it was {oo 
late to prevent an accident, 

Several persons, three at one) 
time and two at another, have 
been killed in this section of the 
state within the last few months 
from hitting trucks that had been 
parked on the highway without 
lights burning, which is in viola- 
tion with a state law. 

Three other persons riding in 
the car with Miss Carnley were 
not seriously hurt, although they 
all received minor bruises and 
cuts. The Hagle was unable to ob- 
tain their names. 


Later reports from the hospital 
in Dothan where Miss Carnley is 
being treated state that she will 
not lose the sight of her eye. The 
Dothan Hayle of Tuesday stated: 

“Miss Sara Carnley, Columbia 
school teacher, who received seri- 
ous injuries in an automobile mis- 
‘ap between Columbia and Abbe- 
4 te Friday night, was reported to 
be ‘resting as well as could be ex- 
pected’ at a local hospital today.

State School Official 
Visited Elba Schools 


As a result of a recent visit to 
the Biba schools by Prof H. C.| 
Pannell, Supervisor of ‘Teacher | 
week received a letter from Prof, 
Pannell, which on the whole was 
quite complimentary, We publish 
it in part as follows: 

Dear Mr, Dixon: Please be as- 
sured of my appreciation of the 
courtesies extended me by yourself 
and school on the occasion of my 
recent visit. I enjoyed very much, 
the opportunity to be in your 


school and see the wood work that 
is being done, 

The community is to be com 
mended for the efforts which have 
been put forth to rehabilitate its 
educational facilities after the de. 
struction and havoe brought by 
the flood two years ago. You are 
entitled to warm commendation 
for the splendid way in whieh you 
have lead in this program of re- 
habilitation, There are seyera! 
fine features of the Elba High 
School. It is not possible here to 
point out all of these, but I should 
like to eall attention to the follow- 
ing items: 

1. Splendid attitude on tie 
part of the student body. 

2. Some individual examples of 
superior classroom instruction, 

3. Good organization and ad- 
ministration, 

1 am vecording below the chief 
problems and needs of the klba 
High School as I observed them on 
the day of my visit. 

Building needs. It is unfortu- 
nate that you do not have adequate 
space for a home economics labu- 
ratory. This need is most urgent 
and should be remedied as soon as 
possible. ‘The girls of your high 
school certainly deserve the oppor- 
tunities in home making and the 
general field of home economics 
as are offered to girls in other good 
schools. Of course the work can- 
not be offered without adequate 
classroom space and other needed 
facilities. The boys of your school 
should be given the opportunity to; 
yeceive the splendid training that 
they could obtain from a good 
course in manual arts. To this end 
a shop with necessary equipment 
should be obtained when condi- 
tions will warrant. 

Library. Many worth while 
books have been added to the li- 
brary since the flood of 1929, how- 
ever, there is an evident need of 
more volumes in such fields as fic- 
tion, occupations, fine arts, ete. At 
least a half dozen standard peri- 
odicals which are suitable for the 
pupils of high school age should 
be obtained and made available in 
the library. An effective organi- 
zation would probably result in a 
more extensive use of the facilities 
of the library. 

As soon us I have the opportuni- 
ty to visit the State Department I 
shall ask that samples of the per- 
manent record forms which have 
been proposed by a committee of 
high school principals be mailed to 
you. I believe you will find these 
to be more in line with your needs 
than that which is now being used.

INENT ELBA CITIZEN 
DIED LAST WED’SDY 


Samuel Horace Brock, aged 46 
years, one of Ilba’s most promi 
nent citizens and popular business 
men, died at his home on Smith 
Avenue last Wednesday afternoon, 
January 28, after an illness of 
three months of heart trouble, 

Although he had not enjoyed 
the best of health for the past 
several years his condition was 
not considered serious until Jas. 
November, when he was seized of 
the fatal i'Iness, He spent sever 
al weeks in Memorial Hospital ai 
Montgomery trying to regain his 
health, later returning to his home 
here, where he had been confined 
to his room until the end came. 

Mr, Brock was reared at New 
3rockton and was a son of the 
late H. Ei. Brock, founder of New 
Brockton and for whom the little 
city was named. He had made 
Blba his home for more than a 
score of years, He served the 
county for many years as Clerk 
of the Gireuit Court, which place 
he filled very efficiently.

LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA 

Notice is hereby given to all 
parties concerned that during the 
present session of the Legislature 
of Alabama, a bill will be intro- 
duced to be adopted by the Legis- 
lature as a Local Act for Colfee 
County, said Act to be in the fol- 
lowing words: 

AN ACT to provide for the reg- 
istration and recording in the two 
Probate Divisions of Cotfee Coun- 
ty of all deeds, mortgages and oth- 
er documents, certificates of judg- 
ments, lis pendens notices and oth- 
er writings, authorized. or requir- 
cd by jaw to be filed or recorded 
in the Office of a Judge of Pro- 
bate in that County. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by 
the Legislature of Alabama, that 
from and after the adoption of 
this act all deeds, mortgages, and 
other conveyances of real or per- 
sonal property, certificates of judg- 
ments, lis pendens notices, and all 
papers, documents and other writ- 
ings authorized, allowed or requir- 
ed by law to be filed for record in 
a Probate Office in Coffee County, 
are hereby authorized and requir- 
ed to be filed and recorded in the 
Probate Office situated in that 
Probate division of Coffee County. 
as fixed by the Act of the Legis- 
lature of Alabama, approved Feb- 
ruary 16, 1907, which establishes 
a Probate Office at Enterprise and 
at Elba in said county, in which the 
real property so conveyed or mort- 
gaged, or to which such papers, 
documents or other writings per- 
tain, is situated, or in which the 
owner of the personal property re- 
sides; and if said owner of person- 
al property does not reside in Cof- 
fee County, then in that division 
in which the personal property is 
situated; provided that all lis pen- 
dens notices in suits involving the 
title to land shall be filed and re- 


terial portion thereof lies, and all 
certificates of judgments shall be 
filed and recorded in that division 
of the county wherein the judg- 
ment Was rendered; and provided 
further that if real property 80 
conveyed, mortgaged or otherwise 
affected by such deeds, mortgages, 
papers, decuments or other writ- 
ings, other than lis pendens notic- 
es, is situated partly in both divi- 
sions, then the same shall be filed 
and recorded in both divisions of 
the county. Such filing and re- 
cording shall confer the same re- 
sults, benefits, rights and conve 
niences as are conferred by the 
General Laws of the State of Ala- 
bama pertaining to the filing and 
recording of the instruments nam- 
ed above.
